T 0 my ; que 8 ti oh ' how it 
comes that she was so sure about this, she replied that we 
should already know that the Soviet Union does not allow "re- 
gular" tourists to leave the country. Only official delegations 
can travel. No one can even visit . and talk to the Soviet sports- 
men in the Olympic Village in Rome , where they are accommodated; 
together with the sportsmen of other nationalities... Russian 
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sportsmen are always surrounded by supervisors. In a word, she 
told me to drop the idea that I could eventually meet someone 
from Lithuania or Latvia. But I gave her to. understand that I 
still would not like to disregard such a possibility. Ht^ing 
this our tour of Rome she spoke mainly about her professional 
life.
